Receive your request regarding the lapsing of certain funds to geneal fund. A couple of points:

1. I'm aware of the attorney consolidation initiative, but what is the government improvement initiative?
Does it have a LRB number?

2. In the past, we have built these lapsing provisions into the underlying drafts and not as stand alone
drafts if they relate to other drafts in the budget. This probably makes the most sense, since if the
initiatives are taken out by Joint Finance the lapsing provisions for those initiatives will easily be taken out
as well. So, for example, | would redraft the attorney consolidation draft to include this lapsing provision
for that initiaitve. Let me know what you think.

3. There are a couple of models for this lapsing provision that we have used in past budgets. You can
look under DOA or GENERAL Nonstat sections in 2003 Wisconsin Act 33 to see them. | should also add
that you probably also want transfers from funds as well as lapses from accounts in the General Fund.
We usually advise that you don't transfer moneys from DETF or SWIB since these are trust funds
agencies.
